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The trial of Gon-Shay-- and two
other Indians for the killing of Diehl,
in the Saddle mountain district in
1887, was had in the United States
court at Phenix about eighteen monthsw.
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The case of the territory vs. T. L.
Stiles came up for trial yesterday
morning. Judge C. W. Wright for the
prosecution, filed a motion and an af-

fidavit in support of the same, asking
for a continuance, as the prosecution
was not ready for trial, stating in sub-
stance that he had been led to under-
stand by one of the defendant's coun-
sel that Stiles would come down from
Washington and stop over at Los An-
geles until a requisition was sent for
him, as he did not care to come into
the territory voluntarily, as he would
lay himself liable to civil process, but
instead of this Stiles with his counsel
put in an appearance Monday and de-

manded immediate trial, when Judge
Wright informed the court that the
territory could not be possibly ready
for trial for some days as he was com-
pelled to leave that night for Flor-
ence on business before the court
there and could not return before
Wednesday night. The court had
then fixed the trial for Friday. Judge
Wright stated that if he was compelled
to proceed to trial it would be equiva-
lent to an acquittal, as it was simply
impossible for him to present the case
of the people with such care as the
magnitude and importance of the case
demanded. That here was an estate
that had been running for four years
and but one statement rendered dur-
ing all that time, and some creditors
receiving not a cent, others 10, 20 and
as high as 60, and some even par.
That to bring out all the facts in the
case it required some little time; that
a number of the most important wit-
nesses were not present, and that a
large number of papers had to ba go le
tnrougn with. iSut the counsel for
the defendant insisted on immediate
trial and held that the showing of the
district attorney was not sufficient up-
on which to grant a continuance. At
this junct ure Mr. Stiles arose and
plead for immediate trial, but before
he could finish his remarks he com
menced sobbing and crviug, and sat
down as he was too full for utterance
After some more argument the court
ruled that the showing for the contin
uance was not sufficient and ordered
the trial to proceed.

Judge Wright stated that he refused
to prosecute and asked to be released
as special counsel for the territory, as
to proceed with the trial would be a
iarce. nie cases were called, and no
one appearing for the prosecution, the
court ordered the same dismissed for
want of prosecution. As this dismiss-
al does not bar to a prosecution in the
future, it is understood that a number
of the creditors who claim to have been
defrauded by the defendant, will com
mence at once to prepare a full state-
ment of all the facts to be presented
before the next grand jury, with a view
to having Mr. Stiles indicted anew,
and the evidence will all be so well in
hand that when the defendant appears
for trial there will be no need for a
fiionorrror Tunniirrirscei

As the business has been inaugurat-
ed, the creditors of Hudson & Co. have
a right to know what has become of
the assete of the concern, and as there
are a large number of them through-
out Arizona, the proceedings will be
somewhat of general interest. Star.

They
were well equipped for most any kind
of expedition, and went in the direc-
tion of the Mammoth. It is believed
by Mr. Etchcll, who talked with them
more than any one man, that they
went into Superstition mountains.

A New Discovery,

Judge W. H. Culver, of this city, re:
ports a new mining discovery in the
Santa Rita mountains 35 miles south
of Tucson. The mine is described as
a chimney of ore located in a cauyon.

The ore body stands above the sur-
face 12 to 14 feet high, covering an
area 514 feet in length and 30 feet
wide. This is the chimney proper,
but the ore body continues ths length
of the claim and not standing above
the surface.

The ore carries gold, silver and lead,
and is in a limestone formation.

The assay shows 50 oz. silver; gold
$30, the lead running from 25 to 40
per cent. The body of ore is immense.
It is a great quarry. Work has been
prosecuted during the last six weeks
and no dead work. It is all ore that
is being taken out. Several parties
who have just visited the property say
it is the largest mineral showing yet
discovered in Arizona. The discovery
and development of this new bonanza
will start a new mining excitement in
Southern Arizona, and one which will
be permanent, and Tucson will be the
beneficia ry . Ci tizen .

The great interest manifested in the
affairs that concern the public wel
fare in Cochise county, is one of the
most hopeful signs of the times. The
great drawback to the success of pub-
lic enterprise heretofore in the county
has been the jealousy between rival
factions. This spirit we are happy to
state is rapidly dying out, and in its
place is growing a healthy, sensible
disposition, not only ou the part of the
press, but the entire people of the
county. The cattlemen throw aside
their prejudices and the farmer joins
hands with them in pulling for the
common good. The rivalry existing
between the eastern and western parts
of the county, exists only in the im-

agination of a few narrow-minde- d in-
dividuals. The enterprise which has
been inaugurated in the Sulphur
Spring Valley to test the water supply
of the deep river bed, is as anxiously
watched by those whose interests are
miles away as in that valley. The man
who lives within a stone's throw of
the Pima county line will pay his pro
rata of the f3000, to be paid for sink-
ing an artesian well in the sight of
the New Mexican line, as though it
were on his own land and never en-
ters a protest. Cochise county is at
last recognizing the fact that in union
there is strength, a most healthy sign.

Among the many curious pro-
ducts of the territory is the small gray
Chilla seed. The Indians gather it
wild in quantity, and with other edible
seeds vend it from house to house.
When used, a small quantity of the
seed is dropped into a goblet of clear
water, when they immediately burst
open with curious effect, forming a
thick fluid. This mixture is a pleas-
ant, cooling drink for hot weather,
having a mild laxative effect. When
moistened it is even more slippery
than flaxseed. They bring in another
smaller kind of seed which makes a
delicately scented beverage. Florence
Scientific Companion.

MARRIAGES AND THE F.ESENtS
WHICH ACCOMPANIED TNEM.

Origin of the Bride' Dowry Pay Wed-

ding Which Are Still In Vogue In
Some Parts of Germany Neighborhood
Consultation to Prevent Duplications.

When men 6toId their wives without
the formality of cohsidering in the least ef
the feelings, wishes or preferences of the
ladies concerned, there was no thought
of presenting the bride with anything
save the necessary utensils for house-
keeping and the promise of condign pun-
ishment in case they were not properly all
and efficiently Used. When, however,
marriage became a contract, and was
recognized as such, the consent of the
bride was an important preliminary, and
was generally secured by gifts, sorue-tiruc-s do

of nominal, often of real value.
At first tlieso were made to her father, an
aa she was regarded as his property,
and so she was virtually purchased from
him, the amount of the purchase money
being sometimes fixed after no little
dickering on both sides, the father ex-

alting the value of the girl and declar-
ing that there never was such a daugh-
ter in the market as his daughter, the
would be husband calling attention to
her defects and the high price demanded
for her in comparison with other girls of
her age.

As civilization changed the conditions
of life, the married state became much
more expensive; the wife became a drain
on the resources of her husband, ami is
then began to demand that, instead of
paying for their wives, they should re-

ceive some compensation for being will-
ing to marry. Thus originated the bride's
dowry, on the principle that as marriage
is a contract and the expenses of a mar-
ried man are far greater than those of a
bachelor, the bride should contribute to
the resources of the household. When
neither the bride nor the bride's father
was able to provide her dowry, it was
sometimes raised by contributions from
friends, and the convenience of this
method commended it to more than one
nation at about the same time. In sev-

eral country districts of Germany pay
weddings are still in vogue, entertain-
ment for man and beast being provided,
ami the guests paying, as at a hotel, for
what they had received, the sums thus
raised constituting a fund for the young
couple. In IHyria, at the conclusion of
the wedding feast, a row of till is placed
before the door and into these the wed-
ding guests cast their presents just pre-
vious a

to departure. In Wales the same
result was formerly reached in another
way.

In every Welsh neighborhood, until
almost the middle of thepresentcentury,
there was a functionary known as the
bidder. The duty of this important offi-

cial was to givo notice of nn approach-
ing marriage, which he did by peram-
bulating the neighborhood and surround-
ing country announcing the festivities,
inviting ?verrbody to attend, and stating
in pleasant doggerel rhymes the impor-
tant people who would be present, the
merits of the groom, tho beauty and
graces of the bride, and the abundance
and delicacy of the viands that would be
placed before the guests. lie also served
notice on all persons indebted in wed-
ding gifts to the grooru and bride or to
their parents to pay up at once, the
meaning of which peculiar dun will be
apparent in the light of the fact that, on
previous occasions, the parents of the
pair have contributed to the household
effects of half the neighborhood, and
naturally desire a return.

On the day of the wedding the presents
are laid out in rows on tables, and a:i
auctioneer, paid for the purpose, attends
and values ot a cash rate everything that
has been presented. Receipts in due
form are given, and in case the gift is
not the payment of a debt similarly in-

curred, a return of similar value is ex-

pected when a marriage takes place in
the family of the donor. By this plan
the drain on resources of families for
wedding presents is, in some measure,
made good by a return, for among the
JVelsh the same kind of article is, if pos-

sible, returned when payment is request-
ed, so that he who gives a pickle dish
receives a pickle dish, and to prevent a
multiplicity of pickle dishes a consulta-
tion of neighbors is generally held, at
which the gifts to be made are deter-
mined.

Among the wedding presents, how-
ever, tliere is often one which, from its
peculiarity, is observable. It is a gift
from the groom to the bride, and is in
tho form of a small box, to contain such
little trinkets as she may have. Once it
was an invariable accompaniment of a
wedding, but, like the bidding and the
bidder, it is now falling into disuse, and
is more rarely seen than even in the
middle of the present century. Hut
three or four hundred years ago the
wedding casket was as important an ac-

cessory to the ceremony as the ring.
During tho middle ages there were

among the kings and noblemen of Eu
rope two kinds of marriages the one in
which the wife shared the honor of her
husband and her children inherited his
rank and fortune, if he had any, the
other in which he gave his left hand
during the ceremony; his wife was
merely his legalized companion, her
children could not inherit his property
and she herself did not take his name
nor share his rank. The latter marriage
was confirmed the morning after its cel-

ebration by a gift the morgengabe
generally of deeds to property, the doc-

uments being inclosed in a small but
valuable box.

In these days the wedding casket was
for the bridegroom a solemn reality, for
he was expected not only to jrovide the
casket, but also to fill it with the finest
jewels his means could procun. When
thts species of gift was fouhdto be too
much of a tax the jewels were omitted
from tho programme, but the bnx was
retained and presented, usually with a
single piece of money inside, as symbolic
of 'all the worldly goods" with which
the groom, even to the present day, is
supposed to endow his bride. St. Lu's
Ulobe-uemocra- t.

TROUBLES IN THE WAY OF APPLY-

ING RULES IN PALMISTRY.

Hard to Get tho Subject to gay "t Am
Like That" What Is Indicated by the
"Une of Saturn" Short Little Finger
and Thumbs of Different Kinds.

I have been twenty years at the study
palmistry or chirognomy, and during

that time hare hot been able to discover
any philosophio reason for believing that
the lines of tile hand and its shape indi-
cate character. The want of a connect-
ing theory frequently causes me to lose

hope and belief in the investigation;
but practice restores confidence. No one
can look at even a few hands every
month for years together without being
driven to the Conclusion that they really

contain a guide to much that is to be
found in tho nature of their owners. As

actual factr however, I find that th i
leading lines of the hand are never eccen
trically deformed, broken or deficient in
persons who have not some gaps or
queer places in their characters, td
match.

THE LINK OF SATURN.

If the lines are long, clear, red, gently
curved, except the upright ones, few in
Dumber, and shown in a hand that has
fingers with substantial tips and not too
long roots, the best sort of nature may
be looked for. In tho case of persons of
brilliant original talent and thought, the
upright line from the baso of the paha
toward the fingers is never absent and

sometimes repeated twice of even
thrice. It is called the "line of Saturn,"
and springs from many different places.
In musicians, actors and some others it
usually starts from below the little
finger. When it is joined at the base to
tho curved line round the thumb an in-

dependence of feeling out of proportion
to the will strength or the pride of the
rest of the character is to be expected.
If the line called that of the head, whjch
crosses the hand from above the thumb,
usually turning down to the pad below
the li'ttle finger, be entirely separate
from the line that surrounds the thumb,
tho whole character will be modified,
whether it be a good or bad one, by this
separation. As a rule that modification
will tend to make the person seem more
clever when thinking out of his own
head, but less able, however sympathetic
and docile, to adopt the modes of getting
at ideas by which his teachers achieve
their success.

A short littlo finger often goes with
sweetness, a readiness to repent of evil

nnd of anger, and sometimes even a
cheerful abnegation. Both kinds are
consistent with a permanence of nega-
tive wishes, or, as it is usually called,
obstinacy, as this is a quality capable of
drawing strength from many sources. A
large ended thumb is very good in a
good man, and helps him to fight the
battle of life. In a dull and selfish man
it enables him to be extra compressive at
home, a,nd to cnako "lis opinions of much
more effect than their valua warrants.
A thumb whose end is large and its shaft
poor, as though it were a door handle
with a weak neck and could be twisted
off the hand, is not an advantage. This
leads to many evils, and, though often
found in a good man, gives a tendency
to change the reasons for his good deeds
or good opinions, even after he has been
emphatic in choosing or defending them.
Such change will usually be rather of
the nature of a reversal than a drifting
away.

BLUNT FINGERS AND THUMBS.

Blunt ended thumbs seldom go with a
natural tendency to politeness of address
or a polished approach, except when, as
in persons much before the world, this
has been learned as a part. But in good
types it goes with a gentleness and kind-
ness of manner bred by self knowledge
which has taught the owner to counter-
act his faults before they have time to
hurt innocent people. It follows as a
matter of course that among women
those whose fingers and thumbs are
pointed are generally the more super-
ficially charming. Those with large,
blunt ended fingers are (if intellectual
and educated) more valued and more
impressive, and even commanding. But
command, like melancholy, has more
than one origin, viewed as an expression
of constitutional tendency.

Pointed fingered people have no excuse
If they are not agreeable, for it costs
them little to seem so. If large ended
blunt fingered people show delicate dis-

cernment, self abnegation in mental
matters, indulgence to shallow weak-
ness, patience with anger and folly, they
are either entirely uninterested person-
ally in the occasions that bring such
pialities before them, or have bought

their good nature at a price, like the
Centurion his freedom.

When a student of the hand has read
and applied for himself all the volumes
that have been written on the subject,
and when he has also discovered how to
discount the bias of his different authors
by guessing at their hands and account-
ing for their predilections, and when he
has achieved such proficiency in looking
at a hand and adding up all the conflict-
ing forces suggested by its balance of
line3 and segments that he can at once
tell how to classify the owner and what
to expect of him, yet the greatest of all
difficulties will remain to be surmounted.
This hard hill to climb is nothing less
than to describe a character in such
terms that the owner of the same must
confess his portrait and say, "Yes, it is
true; 1 am like that." Edwin Ellis in
Universal Review.

California, one for a term of fif
teen years, the other for ten years. At
the same term of court two other
Apache Indians were indicted, con-
victed and sentenced for the murder
of a teamster by the name of Jones,
on the San Pedro river, near the line
of the Indian reservation. One of
these Indians was sentenced to hang,
the others to 14 years' imprisonment
at San Quentin. It is fresh in the
uiiuds of the readers of the Star that
a writ of habeas corpus in the case of
Gon-Shay-- was taken to the supreme
court of the United States on the
grounds of jurisdiction. The result
was that the friends of the red man in
the east took special interest in mak-Ui-g

a strong case before the supreme
court.

The writ was granted and the court
decided that the trial of Indians for
such offenses must be by the terri-
torial courts and issued an order re-

turning all Indians to their reserva-
tions who were serving sentences in
United States prisons under sentence
from our United States courts. Three
of the prisoners just convicted were
among the number; the other two
weie awaiting the execution of the
death penalty. Now all five will Lave
to swing, and the same law for the
white man an 1 Indian will find an
exen p ificsition in the enforcer; e it of
the death penalty. These cases were
all tried by Judge W. II. Barnes, who
was holding court for Judge Kibbey
at Florence, which means that there
were no technical flaws in the
trial. Star.
